[sland were justly Indignant at the awful condilom
of the bay and thelr shores, which were strewms
with offal and dend animals. While in his steamer
e had to make a long detour to avold the hornble
stench. This mode of gettng rid of the offal was i
greater nulsance thau allowing it to be rendered
at the doek.
